THE AMMUNITION SCANDAL 
* 
It is difficu lt to u nderstand why, if ou r indu s­ 
tries were capable of su ch su ccessfu l produ ction in 
World W ar II, they fell down du ring the Korean 
War. Obviou sly, that cou ld not be, becau se when 
American indu stry gets a contract, it produ ces and 
deiivers the goods. Therefore the trou ble mu st be 
in the Pentagoh. 
Now, let u s have a little look at Pentagon his­ 
tory; 
A small nu mber of ofliccrs were ex tremely im­ 
portant to the su ccessfu l procu rement Of su pplies 
for the Army du ring World War II. Until abou t 
Janu ary, 19 41, procu rement was handled in the 
same general way in which it has been handled 
du ring the Korean War; namely, throu gh the 
Chiefs of Su pply Arms and Services and u nder the 
general gu idance, as to requ irements, and with 
considerable interfering su pervision of G-4. 
Abou t Janu ary, 19 41, the su pervision was tak­ 
en ou t of the control of G-4 and an organization 
was set u p u nder General Brehon Bu rke Somer- 
cell as the Commanding General of the Service of 
Su pply, later termed the Army Services Forces. In 
this setu p the Chief of Su pply Arms and Services 
reported to General Somervell. Althou gh the pro­ 
cu rement problems were enormou sly' difficu lt, they 
were su rprisingly well met. 
It is interesting in this connection to note that 
in previou s major wars there had always been a 
change in the men who occu pied the office of 
Qu artermaster General. This was not done in 
World War II becau se of the su ccessfu l operation 
ot this organization by the then Qu artermaster 
General Edmu nd B. Gregory. The handling of the 
Qu artermaster responsibilities du ring World War 
II was one of the ou tstanding su ccesses in ou r 
military history. 
The Ordnance Department was headed in 1940

Procedures on Loy alty Will Be Reviewed as to

The sy stem we have is so complex , 
so dependent upon the variables of world 
conditions, that any one would be foolish to 
declare it is invulnerable. 
But there is one other important differ­ 
ence between now and the big depression. 
Today we know in advance that the Presi­ 
dent will at the first signal of real trouble 
marshal all the power of government to pre­ 
vent an economic crisis. Many props and 
safeguards already ex ist for certain parts 
of the economy ; the whole would be shored 
up vigorously if it started to sag.

TREATMENT OF TIC DOLOREUX 
I write from time to time abou t tic doloreu x , 
that terrible pain of the face and head that some­ 
times cannot be relieved by the most powerfu l seda­ 
tives, even morphine. For many years an ex tensive 
operation was necessary to give the patient relief. 
A few weeks ago I wrote abou t the medical 
treatment of trigeminal neu ralgia and alcohol in­ 
jections which gave relief in many cases, making j 
su rgical operations sometimes u nnecessary. The ; 
information regarding treatment of this u nbearable 
j 
pain shou ld be known to su fferers and their fam­ 
ilies. 
In the Jou rnal of Neu rosu rgery, Springfield, 
Illinois, Drs. M. M. Peet and R. C. Schneider pre­ 
sent information on 68 9 cases of trigeminal neu ral­ 
gia that was observed du ring the ten-year period 
from 1938 to 1949 inclu sive. Of this nu mber, 553 
had been treated by rhizotomy (su rgical division 
of nerve roots coming from spine); 49 had been 
given alcohol injections, and the remaining 8 7 re­ 
ceived no treatment. 
A follow-u p of the cases was accomplished by 
qu estionnaire with 69 per cent response from the 
patients who had trigeminal rhizotomy, a 
55 per 
cent response from those who had alcohol injec­ 
tions only, and 41 per cent response from the 
patients who had received no treatment. 
Of the 36 who replied who had received no 
treatment; 4 had complete disappearance of their 
pain, 20 had retu rn of severe pain, 3 were operated 
on elsewhere with relief of discomfort, and 
9 had 
received alcohol injections elsewhere with com­ 
plete relief of discomfort in five. 
From the above, Drs. Peet and Schneider gained 
the impression that trigeminal rhizotomy is a mu ch 
more satisfactory treatm ent than alcohol injection 
in the average case of trigeminal neu ralgia for 
there had been complete relief of pain in all bu t 
5.4 per cent of the patients u ndergoing this opera­ 
tion.

Alcohol injection, on the other hand, relieved 
the pain of only 15.2 per cent of the patients for 
longer than one year. However, the variou s com­ 
plaints of craw’ling sensation. 5.6 per cent of bu rn­ 
ing sensation and nu mbness (4 per cent) among 
the patients who had u ndergone operation is mu ch 
higher than is u su ally stated and occu rs as often 
as those after alcohol injections. Most of the pa­ 
tients, however, are so pleased to have relief of 
their severe pain that they do not talk or tell 
abou t symptoms that mean only discomfort.” 
The death rate was only 1.6 per cent which is 
reasonable in a grou p in which more than a third 
w*ere over 65 years of age. 
Althou gh operation gives the most lasting relief 
from severe pain, the fact that alcohol injections 
give relief for periods of weeks and months is worth 
knowing.

TREATMENT OF TIC DOLOREI~X 
I w rite from time to time about tic doloreux, 
that terrible pain of the face and head that some­ 
times cannot be relieved by the most powerful seda­ 
tives, even morphine. For many years an extensive 
operation was necessary to give thc patient relief. 
A few weeks ago I wrote about the medical 
treatm ent of trigeminal neuralgia and alcohol in­ 
jections which gave relief in many cases, making 
surgical operations sometimes unnecessary. The 
information regarding treatm ent of this unbearable 
pain should be known to sufferers and their lam- 
dies. 
In the Journal of Neurosurgery, Springfield, 
Illinois, Drs. M. M. Feet and R. C. Schneider pre­ 
sent information on 689 cases of trigeminal neural­ 
gia that was observed during the ten-year period 
from 1938 to 1949 inclusive. Of this number. 553 
had been treated by’ rhizotomy <surgical division 
ot nerve roots coming from spinet; 49 had been 
given alcohol injections, and thc remaining 87 re­ 
ceived no treatm ent. 
A follow-up of the cases was accomplished by J 
questionnaire with 69 per cent response from thc 
patients who had trigeminal rhizotomy, a 55 per 
cent response from those who had alcohol injec­ 
tions only’, and 41 per cent response from the 
patients who had received no treatm ent. 
Of the 36 who replied who had received no 
treatm ent: 4 had complete disappearance of their i 
pain. 20 had return of severe pain, 3 were operated j 
on elsewhere with relief of discomfort, and 9 had 
received alcohol injections elsewhere with com- i 
plete relief of discomfort in five. 
From the above, Drs. Poet and Schneider gained • 
the impression that trigeminal rhizotomy is a much 
more satisfactory* treatm ent than alcohol injection ! 
in the average case of trigem inal neuralgia for I 
there had been complete relief of pain in all but j 
5.4 per cent of the patients undergoing this opera­ 
tion. 
Alcohol injection, on the other hand, relieved * 
the pain of only 15.2 per cent of the patients for J 
longer than one year. However, the various com­ 
plaints of crawling sensation. 5.6 pe r cent of burn­ 
ing sensation and numbness (4 per cent) among \ 
the patients who had undergone operation is much I 
higher than is usually stated and occurs as often 
as those after alcohol injections. Most of the pa- | 
tients, however, are so pleased to have relief of 
their severe pain that they do not talk or tell I 
about symptoms that mean only discomfort.” 
The death rate was only 1.6 per cent which is 
reasonable in a group in which more than a third

Although operation gives the most lasting relief 
from severe pain, the fact that alcohol injections 
give relief for periods of weeks and months is worth !

The armament and training of 
“security forces”—which supple­ 
ment by millions the 1,125,000 
men in the satellite armed forces 
—is uninterrupted. 
A week ago Czech Finance Min­ 
ister .laroslav Ka bes presented a 
19"3 budget doubling last year’s 
expenditures for defense and in­ 
ternal security. 
In the debate which preceded 
approval of the budget on April 
23, Deputy O. Burda disclosed the 
nation’s military plans. He said: 
“Now that the reorganization of 
our army is essentially completed, 
jthe way is open for a further 
growth of our military power. 
Our civilian defense must be built 
up even more with the support 
and active participation of the 
masses. 
Mill Supply Everything 
“Our people in future will sup­ 
ply our army with everything it 
needs.” 
To back this up, Kabcs an­ 
nounced a 17 per cent increase in 
capital investment. 
Western dip- 
i lomats believe this will be used 
mainly to develop new war indus­ 
tries in Slovakia.
